ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

This invention provides methods and reagents for specifically delivering biologically active 
compounds to phagocytic mammalian cells. The invention also relates to specific uptake of such 
biologically active compounds by phagocytic cells and delivery of such compounds to specific sites 
intracellular^ . The invention specifically relates to methods of facilitating the entry of antimicrobial 
drugs and other agents into phagocytic cells and for targeting such compounds to specific organelles 
within the cell. The invention specifically provides compositions of matter and pharmaceutical 
embodiments of such compositions comprising conjugates of such antimicrobial drugs and agents 
covalently linked to particulate carriers generally termed microparticles. Alternative embodiments 
of such specific drug delivery compositions also contain polar lipid carrier molecules effective in 
achieving intracellular organelle targeting in infected phagocytic mammalian cells. Methods of 
inhibiting, attenuating, arresting, combatting and overcoming microbial infection of phagocytic 
mammalian cells in vivo and in vitro are also provided.
